NEW ORLEANS (UP) — This 


city is being freed of rats by 286 
modern Pied Pipers, using- latest 
scientific methods instead of the 
traditional flute. 


Aproject designed to end for all 


time the danger of epidemics car- 
ried by rats is being conducted by 
the federal government, through 
the WPA. It has cost $200,000 so 
far, and is expected to cost about 
$350,000 more. But its value to 
the city from the standpoint of 
heealth and sanitation, will run 
into millions. 


Technical workers examine the 


rats in the city laboratory. If fleas 
are found on the 
rats, 
further 


teats are made. Evidences of dis- 
ease, infection such as typhus and 
bubonic plague are sought. 


Meanwhile, 
scores 
oC 
other 


workers lay traps throughout the 
city, in floors, in yards, roofs, open 
lots and drainage canals. 
Their 


work is to attempt to eliminate 
breeding grounds. 


Still others patrol the water- 


front, inspecting ships, seeing that 
metal rat guards 
are 
properly 


around the ropes holding ships to 
the wharves. 


The waterfront inspection 
al- 


ready has reduced by far the num- 
ber of South American and Asia- 
tic breeds of rats that were found 
when the project started. Nearly 
100,000 rats have been captured, 
examined at the city laboratory 
and later exterminated. 


The project also calls for efforts 


to eradicate mosquitoes by screen- 
ing and oiling stagnant 
water 


where it cannot be eliminated by 
ditching and drainage.

RESIDENT 
ROOSEVELT deserves to 


enjoy the support not only of Congress 


but of the American people generally in 
his vigorous denunciation of the sale of 
airplanes and motors by American firms to 
war-torn Spain. Nothing could be more 
conducive to involvement of the United 
States in the menacing European situation. 


The Nye investigation of the muntions 


trust plainly showed that 
financial 
and 


commercial relationships with belligerents 
tends to defeat the aims and purposes of 
neutrality. 
Spain, of course, is engaged 


in civil war, and therefore such relation- 
ships do not come under the ban fixed in 
the recently enacted neutrality law. 


However, it is to be hoped—indeed, ex- 


pected—that Congress will close the loop- 
hole so as to prevent entanglements that 
might conceivably prove very embarrassing 
to the American Government in its effoiis 
to maintain a consistently neutral position. 
Mere technicalities should not be permit- 
ted to frustrate progressive plans for non- 
interference with the affairs of other na- 
tions. 


The American people do not want war 


under any circumstances. 
They can be 


counted upon to back the Administration 
.earnestly and enthusiastically when a move 
is made against those who would profit 
by rampant militarism and thus entangle 
the United States to a dangerous extent. 


In view of this fact, the President and 


Congress can jam on the brakes in full 
confidence that they are acting in harmony 
with prevailing public opinion. America 
has learned the lesson, at terrific cost, of 
unrestrained profiteering, and the country 
at large is now determined legally to re- 
sist every organized attempt to cash in 
on the horrors of war.

Importance of Pituitary Glana Stressed

CCENTRIC in the extreme appears the 


newest fads in the art world, known! 


as surrealism. Crazily draped in the hith- 
erto fairly respectable mantle of modern 
art, this display of queer pictorial effort, 
which is now causing a furore in New York ! 
exhibits, cannot hope to attract any but 
lovers of the bizarre. 


Motivated by the morbid thought that 


'dreams have tremendous importance and 
should be interpreted through the medium 
of art, many quite capable artists (more's 
the pity) have cast aside all inhibitions 
and overrun their canvases with the silly 
flounderings of their untrolled imagina- 
tions. 


Super-sophisticates will doubtless give 


these outbursts of weird mental unhealthi- 
liess more than their rightful support, since 


they undoubtedly amuse. However, the 
message of surrealism is so obscure, so 
dangerously irrational, that one feels only 
sympathy for those artists whose lurid 
babblings hang on museum walls. It is too 
much like advertising aberration. All we 
can hope is that it won't last. 


the skull, a case fit for a lovely 
pearl, a pearl of great price. And 
indeed that is what it does hold, 
that is, if the price of one's life is 
considered to be so priceless. 


And that is about the size of this 


pituitary body—a large pearl—and 
it hangs on a stalk no thicker than 
an ordinary piece of twine. That 
is the way the eternal sword of 
Damocles hangs over your head, or 
rather from under your head. As 
a matter of cold reality, the meta- 
phor is a little strained, because 
in actual experience, perhaps De- 
cause it is too tough or perhaps be- 
cause the pituitary body is not 
actually suspended by this stalk, 
the string never breaks, or so rare- 
ly as to be unrecorded. 


The pituitary body is an abso- 


lutely essential structure for one so 
small. If it is removed, death oc- 
curs in a very few days. The oper- 
ation has been done in animals. 
Death follo%vs a series of quite 
characteristic symptoms—fall in 
bodv temnerature. unsteady eait. 


rapid loss or weignt and strengtn, 
and diarrhoea and prostration. 


We can even narrow the essen- 


tial ingredient down to a smaller 
mass of tissue than the whole 
gland, because if just the front 
half is cut off we get the same ef- 
fects. No wonder Descartes, in his 
early physiology, called it the seat 
of the soul. 
We get a great many ideas from 


our reading about the ductless 
glands, that they can determine 
bodily build, increase or decrease 
of weight and height, and deter- 
mine whether people are mentally 
of a male or female disposition, but 
we do not so often hear of them 
in this way as absolutely essential 
to life. 


Removal of just one part of the 


pituitary is a very difficult surgi- 
cal procedure, but it occasionally 
has been done successfully. When 
the hinder or posterior part of the 
pituitary is removed, it does not 
result fatally. The symptoms are 
an increased ability to eat sweeta 
and starches, and a tendency to fat 
formation. Fortunately now. how- 
ever, these symptoms can be con- 
trolled in human beings by proper 
use of the extracts of the gland 
itself. 
Other organs of insignificant size 


essential to life are the four little 
parathyroid glands, located behind 
the thyroid gland in the neck. They 
are no bigger than tiny peas and 
yet they pour something into the 
blood absolutely essential to life. 
When they are removed, muscular 
tremors begin which shortly pass 
into convulsions, accompanied by 
complete emaciation, prostration, 
apathy and finally death. 


As in the case of pituitary de- 


ficiency, when these symptoms oc- 
cur in man due to disease or in- 
jury of the glands, they can be 
controlled by proper extracts of 
the eland substance.
